solved that the owner should be called 
upon to at once remove all old huts, clean 
up and remove all dirt and lay down 
properly concreted and cemented surface 
open drains; and also that the Board 
considered the complaint as to thé manu- 
facture of soy to bo a real grievance and 
were of opinion that the manufacture 
of this article in the neighbourhood should 
be regarded as ono of a noisome nature, 
These resolutions wore, of course, directly

Me Sharp’s 
tenant's factory a ucisome trade, Tho 
Prosident was under the opinion thit they 
bad only dealt with soy factories gonorally, 
and the Secretary, although the Board’s 
special resolution bad been published in 
the Gazette, actually wrote Mr Sharp ‘ask- 
ing him when-and in what manner the 
opinion of the Board was conveyed to him.
